As  you  are  aware,  you  executed  two  Paid-Up  Oil  and  Gas  Leases  with  Chesapeake 
Exploration,  L.L.C.,  ("Chesapsake")  an  Oklahoma  limited  liability  company,  on  August 
18r  2007,  the  Memorandums  of  which  were  filed  in  the  public  records  of  Tarrant  County, 
Texas  as  Document  numbers  207394224  and  207394225,  covering  approximately 


e"). 


Chesapeake  has  been  workjng  diligently  to  include  your  Lease  in  a  proposed  drilling 
unit  called  the  B.C.  Associates  Unit.  The  proposed  surface  location  for  the  BC 
Associates  Unit  is  the  Bear  C^reek  drill  site  location;  located  at  the  intersection  of  Mid- 
Cities  Boulevard  and  Highway  360.  This  Bear  Creek  drill  site  is  the  only  location 
available  in  Euless  to  develop  your  lease.  Beginning  January  2010,  Chesapeake  has 
expended  great  effort  to  plan  and  permit  this  well,  including  detailed  surveying  work, 
leasing  efforts  targeting  additional  acreage  that  may  be  necessary  to  facilitate  mineral 
development,  obtaining  a  drilling  permit  from  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  and 
evaluation  of  any  additional  psrmitting  requirements.  Despite  months  of  effort,  the  City 
of  Euless  has  delayed  the  consideration  of  Chesapeake's  application  for  a  gas  well  pad 
site  permit  and  a  gas  well  operations  permit  until  at  least  June  22,  2010  for  the  BC 
Associates  1 H  well. 

Because  Chesapeake  has  teen  unable  to  secure  the  necessary  oil  and  gas  well 
permits  from  the  City,  Chesapeake  hereby  declares  and  invokes  force  majeure  under 
the  terms  of  the  Lease.  Specifically,  the  Lease  contemplates  delays  due  to  municipal 
permitting  and  extends  the  primary  term  of  the  lease  while  the  City's  concerns  are  being 
resolved. 

Chesapeake  regrets  the  delay  initiated  by  the  C'rty  and  is  taking  all  prudent  steps  to 
obtain  the  referenced  permit.
